New zoning plan 
vote delayed but 
some changes made 


A proposed comprehensive zoning 
ordinance that streamlines zoning 
procedures and gives the city 
greater control over new residential 
and 
planned 
c o m m e r c i a l 
developments, has another 30 days 
to wait for a city council vote, the 
local board decided last night. 
But the council did act to rezone a 
scattering of parcels throughout the 
city in a move to bring local zoning 
into conformance with city land use 
planning, as directed by state law 
Two details of the 60-odd page, 14 
chapter comprehensive ordinance 
prompted the city council to refer it 
back for planning 
commission 
changes. The first was language in 
the variance procedure to the effect 
that only citizens whose property 
lies within 300 feet at the boundaries 
of property cited in a variance may 
appeal a city decision on it. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson said 
that this excluded all other citizens 
from appealing such variance cases 
and added, “There’s nothing wrong 
with it; it’s quite common .” 
Eugene 
Mitty of East Olive 
Avenue, objected, opining that all 
affected citizens should have the 
standing to appeal 
a variance 
decision Mitty invoked a recent city 
rezoning case involving the possible 
raising of livestock on land near his. 
Though his property is more than 
300 feet away 
from the lots in 
question, Mitty said, it is also down 
wind and he said he thought this 
should give him standing to appeal 
any variance decision under the new 
ordinance. 


Community 
Develop ment 
Director Al Autry said that the 
intent of the language was merely to 
insure that property owners are 
notified by the city by mail of 
variance 
hearings 
involving 
property within 300 feet of their 
property lines. 
Councilmembers 
Charlotte 
Benton and Sol Lefkowitz agreed 
with Mitty. Councilman Art Scott, a 
realtor, expressed that he thought 
the rights of a property owner could 
conceivably be snatched away in a 
case in which hisneighbors approved 
of a requested variance in his use of 
his property but a more distant and 
vocal group did not. Autry said that 
variances are “quite frequently 
appealed.” 
The second significant detail in 
the

comprehensive 
ordinanc e 
was 
the 
word 
“commercial’’ 
included 
in 
the 
definition 
of 
the 
city’s 
RA 
(residential-agricultural) 
zone. 
Both Autry and Mayor E. C. Stevens 
said 
they 
would 
prefer 
it be 
removed 
The ordinance, which has been 
two years in the writing by the 
Lompoc 
Planning 
Commission, 
would give the city more power to 
dictate requirements of planned 
developments, such as shopping 
centers. It also for the first time 
gives 
the 
city’s 
Architectural 
Review 
Board 
authority 
to 
recommend requirements for new 
apartment house and other multi- 
residential developments.

Beattie supports 
VV library facility

Supervisor Francis H. Beattie 
today said he would support a move 
to divert bookmobile funds to 
finance 
a fixed base library in 
Vandenberg Village. 
The Board of Supervisors is due to 
consider a county library advisory 
committee 
recommendation 
to 
grant more latitude in the use of the 
bookmobile funds. Beattie said he 
would 
vote 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
recommendation when it comes up, 
probably this month. The question 
w as 
d e f e r r e d 
to 
county 
administrative officer Ray Johnson 
recently 
for 
analysis 
and 
recommendation. 
Beattie 
said 
Johnson has already indicated his 
recommendation will be favorable. 
Lompoc’s Library Board is due to 
get about $27,500 in bookmobile 
purchase funds as caretaker of 
Library Zone 2. The money comes 
from a 10-cent per capita sum that 
comes to each of the county’s three 
library zones. 
Beattie said bookmobiles were 
originally specified because of the 
belief that they could best serve 
rural or isolated areas. He said the 
preponderance of thinking now had 
changed and favored fixed base 
libraries. 
Lompoc’s library board has won 
the support of the county advisory 
committee for a fixed base library 
in Vandenberg Village. Details of 
the 
cost 
were 
uncertain, 
but 
Vandenberg Village Construction 
Co., has offered to build a structure 
of 1,536 square feet 
for about 
$42,500. Library officials say the 
figure is within the capabilities of 
the local budget. 
Lompoc Library was built five 
years ago principally with city 
monies, but with some county 
monies too. The facility on East 
North Avenue is financed now by an 
18-cent city tax and by a $3.10 per 
capita 
sum 
from 
county 
government. Ten cents of the per 
capita figure is set aside each 
budget time for the purchase of 
bookmobiles; of the remaining $3,

Lompoc City Council has delayed

The council wanted 
assurances that no city money 
would be used to pay for library 
operations outside the city. 
Beattie said the council had that 
assurance. Proponents of the fixed 
base project in the Village liken it to 
the Buellton Branch Library which 
is under the wing of the Lompoc 
Library Board. 
In addition to the other library 
monies the supervisors annually 
assign 
nine 
cents 
per 
capita 
ostensibly for operation of the 
bookmobiles and another 38 cents 
per capita for various library 
expenses. Presumably that money 
would go to finance the salaries and 
other expenses 
of 
the Village 
branch. Revenue sharing funds have 
also been suggested to help out. 
The Village has about 6,300 
inhabitants and nearby Mission Hills 
to the east about 2,700 more. Mission 
Hills is equi-distance from both the 
present Lompoc Library and from 
the proposed site in the Village.

fugitive financier Robert L. Vesco in 
1972, sugggesting Mitchell instead. 
But, Nixon said, he refused to give 
Mitchell’s address or phone number 
to Vesco. 
“I didn’t want to get involved in 
any way with the Vesco case,” he 
explained.

59, 
was 
flown 
from 
California 
to 
testify 
but 
his 
testimony was brief and less than 
sensational. He was the 39th witness 
at the trial of the two former Nixon 
Cabinet members, charged with 
conspiring to impede a Securities 
and Exchange Commission (SEC) 
investigation of Vesco in return for a 
secret $200,000 contribution toward 
Nixon’s reelection campaign.

Pompidou dies; 
political fight looms

President Nixon and his wife Pat 
owe the government at least $476,431 
in back taxes and interest for 1969 
through 1972, the staff of a joint 
congressional committee concluded 
today. 
The staff report, which ran 784 
printed 
pages, 
stressed 
the 
committee 
was 
drawing 
no 
conclusions as to "whether there 
was or whether there was not fraud 
or negligence 
involved 
in any 
aspect” of the suspect tax returns, 
either on the part of the President or 
his personal representatives. 


“The staff believes that it would 
be inappropriate to consider such 
matters in view of the fact that the 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
presently 
have 
before 
it 
an 
impeachment investigation relating 
to the President...” the staff report 
said. 
The report also said that members 
of the Joint Committee on Internal 
Revenue Taxation, which undertook 
the tax study at Nixon’s request in 
December, 
may 
have to pass 
judgment on impeachment and so 
“would not want to have prejudged 
any issue which might be brought in 
in any such proceedings. ” 


The staff report, made public on a 
9-1 
vote 
of 
the 
prestigious 
committee, recommended ’that the 
Nixons be assessed $444,022 in back 
taxes for 1969 through 1972, his first 
term in the White House, plus 
interest of $32,409 for 1970 through 
1972. 


The committee recommended no 
interest for 1969 since the statute of 
limitations has expired on that year, 
but added that if Nixon voluntarily 
chose to pay the interest, the 
amount would be $40,732 for that 
year. 


Thus, if Nixon agrees to pay the 
recommended assessment— which 
would be up to the Internal Revenue 
Service to decide to collect—he and 
his wife would owe the government 
$517,203 in back taxes and interest. 


PARIS (UPI) - A political battle 
over the future of France began 
taking shape today after the sudden 
death Tuesday of President Georges 
Pompidou from a long and lonely 
illness that he refused to the end to 
admit. 
While Frenchmen stood in small 
groups in the drizzling rain outside 
the apartment where Pompidou’s 
body lay, Prime Minister Pierre 
Messmer summoned his Cabinet 
into session to organize the election 
of a new President, probably within 
a month.

conservative 
Gaullists 
and

Communist-Socialist

Pompidou died without naming a 
successor, and the race will be more 
open than it has been in years.

Thursday at his Orvilliers home. 


Direct mayor election issue 
may be on November ballot 


Should the people of Lompoc elect 
their mayor directly, separately 
from the rest of the city council? 
The question came to the council 
floor last night and could be put 
before 
the 
electorate 
in 
the 
November General Election. 
In 
a 
report 
requested 
by 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton, 
City 
Attorney 
Alan 
Davidson 
indicated that the first question is 
whether or not the council wants to 
put the direct election question 
before the people. 
State law, he said, allows, but 
does not require, city councils in 
general law cities to place direct 
mayoral election choices on the 
ballot. When on the ballot, he added, 
they must also include a popular 
choice between two and four year 
terms for mayor. Lompoc is a 
general law city. 
Davidson said that Lompocans 
could 
make 
this 
decision 
in 
November if the council decides to 
have the election before the August 
10 deadline for ballot items. 
Both Benton and Lompoc Mayor 
E. C. Stevens supported a city 
election on the question, Stevens 
because, he said, “it’s one more 
chance for the public to have a voice 
in their government.” 
“It’s not something that’s very 
outlandish,” Benton said of direct 


mayor elections. She would have 
“ no hesitation” to a city vote on the 
question, she added. Santa Maria 
has recently gone in this direction. 
Opposition to a direct mayoral 
election 
was 
capsulized 
by 
Councilman Emil Scolari in his 
remark: “A dynamic sort of mayor 
could cause an awful lot of trouble.” 
In- general law cities, Davidson 
said, a directly elected mayor really 
has no more voting power on the 
council or other privileges or pay 
than any other councilman. The 
attorney opined that this may lead to 
power 
struggles 
between 
a 
singularly elected but not singularly 
powerful mayor and the rest of the 
council. The directly elected mayor, 
he said, might be drawn to attempt 
more influence as well as salary 
than his council comrades. 
How, questioned Councilman Art 
Scott, could a directly elected 
mayor deliver platform promises to 
the people with no more power than 
a fellow councilman? Scott said this 
could amount to "cheating the 
people.” There would be other 
questions, Scott felt. Would defeated 
candidates who were councilmen 
remain on the council? Would an 
elected 
mayor 
who 
was

c o un cil m an 
appoint 
his 
replacement?

Reinecke was charged with lying 
to the Senate Judiciary Committee

when he first discussed bringing the 
1972 
Republican 
National 
Convention to San Diego; and lying 
about when he discovered that the 
Sheraton Corp had offered the GOP 
money to hold the convention in San 
Diego. 
The convention originally was 
scheduled for San Diego, but later 
was moved to Miami Beach after 
reports ITT 
and Sheraton, 
its 
subsidiary, 
had 
offered 
the 
Republicans $400,000 to defray some 
costs of the convention. 
Hart, who opened the indictment 
and read it, said that at 11:45 a.m. 
EDT, “a man named Russ Teal 
came into court and he said he was 
from Congressman Waldie’s office 
and asked for a copy of the 
indictment of Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke. 
“This was 22 minutes before the 
indictment was opened. It is an 
obvious and outrageous violation of 
criminal rule 6-E,” the judge said,

Health 
plan 
unveiled 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
and Rep. Wilbur D. Mills 
have proposed a $40 billion- 
a-year 
national 
health 
insurance 
plan to cover 
every 
American 
against 
medical costs regardless of 
their income or their need. 
Under the proposal, every 
person would be protected 
against health costs from 
the day he was born until old 
age when he would be 
eligible for Medicare. The 
health program for the poor, 
Medicaid, 
would 
be 
abolished. 
The plan would pay for 
hospital services with no 
limit on the amount or the 
length of 
coverage; 
for 
physicians’ services in the 
home or elsewhere with no 
dollar limit; and for other 
medical services subject to 
an annual deductible of $150. 
The 
bill 
contains 
a 
“ catastrophic” 
illness 
provision under which the 
full cost of health services 
would be covered after a 
family had incurred annual 
medical expenses of $1,000. 
It would limit to $1,000 the 
maximum any family would 
be liable for in any one year. 
Deductibles would nut be 
applied 
to 
services for 
children 
and 
pregnant 
women. 
The plan would be paid for 
by a 1 per cent tax on 
incomes up to $20,000. There 
would be additional taxes 
for each dependent. A man 
with a wife and a child 
earning $10,000 a year would 
pay about $200 annually in 
higher taxes.

SACRAMENTO (UPl) - 
Before 
deciding 
whether 
President Nixon must pay 
state 
taxes 
on 
certain 
income, the State Franchise 
Tax Board wants to see the 
findings of a congressional 
committee investigating the 
President’s tax status. 
State Controller Houston 
Flournoy said Wednesday 
the 
board 
has 
open 
questions 
regarding 
the 
taxability of income earned 
in California. 
Flournoy, 
the 
board 
chairman and a Republican 
candidate 
for 
Governor, 
said one question is whether 
the President owes a capital 
gains tax on the sale of all 
but six of 27 acres of land at 
San Clemente. 
He told a news conference 
that another deals with a 
controversial 
$576,000 
deduction 
the 
President 
took on donation of his vice 
presidential papers to the 
national archives. 
Although the board’s staff 
has 
determined 
the 
President is a non-resident 
for income tax purposes, he 
may be liable for back taxes 
on 
“ California 
source’’ 
income. 
There is a dispute on 
whether 
the 
President 
should have paid a federal 
capital gains tax on the land 
sale. One auditing firm said 
a 
tax 
should 
apply 
on 
$117,370. But another firm 
said the President owes 
nothing. 
The Joint Congressional 
Committee 
on 
Internal 
Revenue 
Taxation 
is 
investigating 
the 
President’s tax status and 
will determine if he owes 
any additional tax. Nixon 
said he would abide by the 
committee’s findings. 
Flournoy 
said 
if 
the 
committee rules against the 
deduction for Nixon’s vice 
presidential papers it could 
affect 
the 
President’s 
taxability 
in 
California 
because it would relate to 
his total tax situation. 
“ We are not obviously 
going 
to 
make

determination in the state 
until 
we

opportunity to review what

committee are,’’ he said.

The health care dilemma 
The best reason not to get sick

(First of T w o Parts) 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Today’s crises are of energy, 
economics and ethics in high 
office. 
Yet there is another crisis, 
one possibly even m ore im­ 
portant to John and Jane 
Doe, Americans. 
This crisis has been longer 
in coming. Millions of us face 
its tragedies daily. Still, this 
crisis too often seems to be 
relegated to a back burner 
It is the health care crisis. 
We paid a national health 
care tab of $94.1 billion in fis­ 
cal 1973, up 11 per cent from 
the year before. The average 
family of four sent $1,764 
w orth of checks, c a sh or 
money orders to doctors, hos- 
p i t a l s , p h a r m a c i s t s a n d 
health insurers. 
But m ore fam ilies than 
ever have their lives crushed 
by the catastrophic costs of 
almost any significant illness. 
Consumers find themselves 
getting few er se rv ic e s for 
more money. 
What is the answer? 
Today 
— unlike a few 
years ago — almost everyone 
agrees or at least accepts the 
fact that some kind of Na­ 
tional Health Insurance Plan 
has become a necessity. But 
here agreem ent begins and 
ends. No less than a dozen 
bills have been proposed in 
the House and Senate. Six of 
them are noteworthy because 
of their sponsors, supporters 
or scope, but only three of 
these are considered likely to 
receive serious consideration 
by the Congress. 
Here are nutshell accounts 
of the three bills. 
The C atastro ph ic Illness 
Insurance, co-sponsored by 
Senators Russell Long. (D- 
La.) and Abraham Rihicoff, 
(D-Conn.) is p rob ab ly the 
most lim ited a p p ro a c h to 
change. The bill is based on 
the assumption that private 
health insurance is adequate 
for most health needs. It 
would provide federal funds 
to pay for medical care for 
i l l n e s s e s t h a t h a v e a 
catastro p h ic fin an cial im ­ 
pact on the individual. 
The plan would provide 75 
per cent coverage after 60 
days in the hospital and after 
the individual satisfied the 
deductible of $2,000 in medi­ 
cal bills. 
The Long-Ribicoff plan is 
basically of three parts. 
— Federal catastrophic il­ 
lness in suran ce to be fi­ 
nanced by a new .3 per cent 
Social Security Tax on em ­ 
ployers and employes. 
— An assistance program 
for low-income groups, which 
would replace Medicaid with 
a uniform nationwide benefit 
package. 
— A voluntary health in­ 
surance plan designed to en- 


the administration bill is the 
fact that Rep. Wilbur Mills, 
(I)-Ark.) is listed as a co-spon­ 
sor. This is significant, if a bit 
deceptive. 
Since Mill’s name appears 
as a co-sponsor “by request 
of the President, he has con­ 
sented to let his name a p ­ 
pear. but he has not com m it­ 
ted himself outright to sup­ 
port it. One thing is certain, 
by allowing his name to be 
used. Mills has indicated that 
he will trv hard to keep con­ 
trol of the bill within the 
authoritv of his influential 
Ways and Means Committee. 
The Nixon bill would cost 
the federal government $5.9 
billion in new outlays, and $1 
billion beyond the present $3 
billion states now contribute 
to personal health care. 
More costly in terms of fed­ 
eral money is the Health Se­ 
curity P ro g ra m (HSP) co­ 
sponsored by Sen. Edw ard 
Kennedy, (D-Mass.) and Rep. 
M artha Griffiths (D-Mich.). 
By far the most ambitious 
health insurance proposal 
before Congress, HSP will 
call for between $35 and $50 
billion in federal funds. Ken­ 
nedy, however, contends this 
great price difference bet­ 
ween his and the adm inistra­ 
tion’s bill is a false issue since 
it sim ply boils dow n to 


courage insurance carriers 
to o ffe r c o m p r e h e n s i v e 
c o v e r a g e fo r le s s - th a n - 
catastro p h ic m edical and 
hospital costs. 
The second major bill is the 
Nixon adm inistration’s Na­ 
tional Health Insurance Plan. 
This would basically keep 
health insurance in the hands 
of the 900 or so firms that now 
deliver it. The administration 
bill is, in this and other 
respects, similar to proposals 
of both the Health Insurance 
Association and the Am eri­ 
can Medical Association. 
Under the Nixon plan, in­ 
dividuals would pay part of 
both in surance prem iu m s 
and actual health bills, ac­ 
cording to income. Complete 
preventive health care would 
be given only to children up 
to age 6; limited preventive 
care would go to those bet­ 
ween 7 and 13. Federal Medi­ 
care funds would assist the 
poor and elderly. Participa­ 
tion in the plan would be 
m and atory tor em ployers, 
who would be paying 65 to 75 
per cent of their employes' 
premiums, but voluntary for 
the employe. Funds could 
also be diverted to a Health 
M aintenance O rganization, 
or prepaid health group, of 
the employe’s choice.

philanthropist-health expert 
Mary Lasker, are trying hard 
to hold the fort. 
Through a national net­ 
work of local groups, the 
CNHI hopes to be able to 
show the public “the terrible 
flaws in the Long-Ribicoff 
and A dm inistration bills,” 
Fine says: 
“We want to make these 
flaws clear at the grassroots 
level so the consumers can 
tell their representatives in 
Congress they’d rather have 
nothing than that.’’ 
Both the Nixon and Long- 
Ribicoff bills basically keep 
health insurance in the hands 
of the 900 or so private in­ 
s u ra n c e firm s th a t now 
deliver it. 
“ Many congressmen don’t 
know that people with com ­ 
m e rc ia l h e a lth in s u ra n c e 
have less than $50 a day 
coverage when they’re in the 
hospital. T h a t’s about as 
much coverage as a streaker 
has,’’ Fine quips. 
He argues that the fallacy 
of the Long-Ribicoff bill is 
t h a t

o n l y 
catastro p h ic coverage, but 
none for the basics. 
“And the Nixon bill says 
th a t m axim um liability is 
$1,500, but that doesn’t in­ 
clude insurance premiums or 
long-term care. There is only 
3 0 - d a y m e n t a l h e a l t h 
coverage, no coverage for 
orthodontics, no preventive 
medicine for persons older 
t h a n 13 a n d no b r o a d 
coverage for the elderly. And 
you can’t even use the items 
that aren ’t covered to satisfy 
the deductible. 
“Thus, if a family of three 
made 30 visits a year to the 
family doctor, at $15 per visit, 
they’d pay $450 in addition to 
their insurance prem ium s 
and none of it would be 
covered. 
“My quarrel,” Fine says, 
“is not that these bills don’t 
cover such items, but that 
th e y a r e b e i n g s o l d as 
panaceas with the maximum 
liability figures of $1,500 and

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
The group of people who 
have been, working hardest 
and longest to design and es­ 
tablish a comprehensive na­ 
tional health insurance plan 
are currently “working very 
hard to forestall action on a 
national health insurance bill 
this year.” 
It may sound like a strange 
about-face, but it really isn t, 
according to Max Fine, ex­ 
ecutive director of the Com­ 
mittee for National Health 
Insurance (CNHI). 
CNHI, the group that wrote 
the Health Security Program 
co-sponsored by Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, (D-Mass.) and Rep. 
M artha Griffiths, (D-Mich.) is 
employing delay tactics to 
prevent the passage of what 
CNHI considers “piecemeal 
legislation really of very lit­ 
tle use that will nevertheless 
a s s u a g e f e a rs a n d offer 
something to the consumers.” 
In effect, the passage of 
such a bill would “take the 
heat off Congress” to pass 
m o re c o m p r e h e n s iv e and 
meaningful legislation. 
E x p erien ced Capitol Hill 
o b se rv e rs believe that if 
either the Nixon adm inistra­ 
tion health insurance bill, or 
the Catastrophic Illness In­ 
surance (CII), co-sponsored 
by Sens. Russell Long, (D-La.) 
and Abraham Ribicoff, (D- 
Conn.) makes it onto the floor 
of the House and Senate this 
year, they will probably pass. 
It now looks as if the bills will 
at least reach the hearing 
stage. 
“With all the scandal in 
government today, every in­ 
cum bent in Congress wants 
something to carry back to 
the con stituen ts this fall,” 
Fine says. 
Thus, the Nixon bill or the 
CII could become “ mother­ 
hood issues,” unlikely to a t­ 
tract more than a few nega­ 
tive votes. 
“It will be a dangerous 
thing if Congress acts without 
full c o n s id e r a tio n of all

C entral 
Intelligence Agency 
for the coverup. He 
does this by running

in Iran for a third 
going-over. 
That 
ended, incidentally, 
with chairman Sam 
Ervin, who 
exercised his 
right to sit in on 
Baker's private show, giving Helms 
a clean bill of health. 
In the course of his mystification. 
Baker waves top secret memoranda 
which he alone has been allowed to 
see.

Employes wondering 


There is considerable concern 
being expressed both by retired 
state employes and those currently 
on the job. They are wondering what 
progress is being made towards 
agreement on increased benefits 
which 
have 
been promised by 
Governor Ronald Reagan. Their 
worry seems to stem from a 
momentary lack of information 
regarding the negotiations between 
the 
California 
State 
Employes 
Association and the governor’s team 
headed by Agency Secretary James 
G. Stearns. 
The CSEA managed to s^ u re 
legislative approval of a series of 
bills increasing benefits last year. 
But Reagan vetoed most of the 
measures on the basis of an overall 
study which was under way. He said 
he 
wanted 
to 
wait 
for 
the 
recommendations and pledged he 
would sponsor a complete package 
of benefits this year. 
In keeping with the pledge the 


asked to sacrifice one for another. 
In such a situation they contend 
there will be either an impasse or 
some segments of the employes 
stand the chance of being sold down 
the river. 


Included in the administration 
offer is an adjustment for persons 
who retired prior to 1971. This would 
merely grant them what has already 
been given to all other employes.

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Consumer strikes back 


Complaining for fun and profit 
Radio station seeks audience 


NEW YORK - (NEA) 7 
While sitting in his doctor’s 
waiting room, an hour past 
his appointment time, it 
dawned on Ralph Charell 
that he was being had. 
And he decided to do some­ 
thing: complain. When later 
he received the physician's 
bill, Charell responded with a 
bill of his own. 
“ You kept me waiting an 
hour,' he explained, “and I 
charge $50 an hour for my 
time. I will subtract your bill 
of $35 from mine of $50. Doc­ 
tor, you owe me $15." 
Audacity is second only to 
o rig in a lity w ith Ralph 
Charell. As indeed it must be. 
Listed by the Guinness Book 
of Records as “The World’s 
Most Su ccessfu l Com- 
plainer." Charell uses in­ 
trepidity as a kind of com­ 
mercial judo in a carnivorous 
m a rk e tp la ce w here he 
believes the ordinary con­ 
su m e r 
is 
o th e r w is e 
unilaterally disarmed. 
Usually, his shameless 
brass works. His personal 
and m eticu lo u sly kept 
records indicate that in the 
past decade he has turned or- 
dinary complaints — to 
department stores, to repair­ 
men. to employers — into 
$75,000 profit. “That’s above 
and beyond refunds and such 
things,' he emphasizes, “the 
$75,000 is PROFIT. 
The renumeration has not 
always been monetary. In the 
case of the feud with his doc­ 
tor, Charell’s profit was 
merely better service: "He 
didn’t pay me the $15 bill. But 
I can assure you the next time 
I had an appointment, he saw 
me on time.’ 
Usually, though, Charell 
feels his complaints warrant 
financial return. When he 
complained to a New York 
m en’s shop that three 
purchased suits did not fit, he 
not only got his money back 
but an additional $20 for cab- 
fare. When he griped to a 
hotel manager that his room 


was noisy, $200 was deleted 
from the account. When he 
was splattered with some 
harmless dust from a con­ 
struction site he pressed suc­ 
cessfully for $200 "damages. " 
Often. Charell’s rewards 
have come with surprising 
simplicity. He says he some­ 
times orders merchandise, 
then sends a complaint im­ 
mediately afterwards. This 
“Complain Now, Pay Later 
policy permits recrimina­ 
tions to begin with the solu­ 
tion instead of the problem. 
He claims goods which could 
normally be expected to ar­ 
rive in months, this way ar­ 
rives in days. 
More 0 ften, however, 
Charell finds he must match 
wits and stamina with unwill­ 
ing merchandizers, indus­ 
tries, et al. Several years ago 
he complained to the New 
York Telephone Co. about a 
balky phone. When he re­ 


quested a new number, he 
was turned down. For the 
next three years he bom­ 
barded the company with 
anger, records, pleadings — 
all to no avail 
Finally, in desperation, he 
told the company that he was 
going to advise as many peo­ 
ple in America as possible to 
fold, spindle and mutilate 
their computerized telephone 
bills, causing severe disrup­ 
tion of the company’s ac­ 
counting. He got a new num­ 
ber, and $208 in compensa­ 
tion. 
However easy or difficult 
the complaint fight, Charell 
insists he uses no special 
powers or muscle on his side. 
A non-practicing attorney, he 
does nave some superior 
knowledge of the legal 
ramifications of consumer- 
company relations, but other 
than this he says anyone can 
do what he does and usually 
win. 
Actually, Charell would 
like to see everyone do what 
he does. He says most Ameri­ 
cans are, by nature, 97-pound 
w eaklings in consumer 
affairs. He says most people 
are brought up to be victims, 
to turn the other cheek or to 
be losers. 
He tells the story of the 
man paying hundreds of dol­ 
lars for an advertised luxury 
cruise in the Mediterranean, 
which turned out to be a 
slave ship in which the man 
was chained to an oar, when 
the cruise finally ended, the 
man, a typical consumer, ap­ 
proached the organizer and 
said politely: “ Excuse me, 
I’ve never been on a cruise 
before. How much does one 
tip the whipper?" 
Charell would turn the 
meek to bold; he wants the 
consumer to inherit his right­ 
ful deserts. What with ser­ 
vices eve,r deteriorating, 
merchandise going from 
shabby to impossible, and 
bloated corporations retreat­ 
ing almost entirely from 
public contact, American 


consumers must fight back. 
“ Everything, Charell says 
op tim istically, “ can be 
altered to the customer's ad­ 
vantage.’’ 
He does not advocate out­ 
landishness here, lie says the 
primary foundation of suc­ 
cessful complaining is cor­ 
rect complaining. “ Be right. I 
never initiate a complaint 
unless it’s co m p letely 
justified." 
When the complaint is 
legitimate, Charell suggests 
perserverance, fau 111 ess 
re c o rd 
k e e p in g 
and 
sophistication. "When you 
write to a company, use good 
stationery. Personally, I use a 
T iffa n y brand. Nobody 
bothers with a bum." 
To be sure, Charell never 
plays the bum. Occasionally, 
he finds the best tact is to 
plead helplessness, this way a 
company official may "take 
pity on me — like an animal 
in a trap.” 
But normally he takes 
more direct action. 
When he was informed 
once that his apartment 
building was being torn 
down, thus the renter wanted 
to break the lease, Charell 
held out almost until the 
wrecker ball arrived. By so 
doing he raised the likelihood 
the massive construction pro­ 
ject would be delayed at 
enormous cost to the builder 
and thus was able to negoti­ 
ate a nifty $25,000 settlement. 


Regardless ot tactic, 
Charell has rarely lost a com­ 
plaint. In fact, he has been so 
successful he may be reach­ 
ing something of a grumbling 
anticlimax. His exploits in the 
gripe field have resulted in 
one book, dozens of television 
talk show appearances, fi­ 
nancial satisfaction and a 
film company is considering 
a movie on his life. "Damn, 
he say, somewhat forlornly, 
“ things are going so good for 
me I don’t have anymore 
complaints."

Mrs. Mao and a sick horse

HONG KONG - (LENS) - 
The obscure struggle going 
on behind China's shuttered 
windows may now involve no 
less a figure than Mrs. Mao, 
the wife of the Chairman 
himself. The subjects of 
debate are still, ostensibly, 
philosophy and literature, 
and the objects of attack are 
still, ostensibly, people long 
dead or disgraced. But as 
China’s anti-Confucius cam­ 
paign moves into its third 
month it has become un­ 
mistakably a political battle. 
The mass criticism drive 
was suddenly raised to an ex­ 
plosive new level three weeks 
ago when the People’s Daily 
published a denunciation of a 
modern revolutionary opera 
from Shansi province which 
had just been performed in

the capital during a drama 
festival. 
The party newspaper 
stressed that its attack on this 
“ poisonous weed’ 
was not 
just an ordinary academic 
debate but a "life and death 
class struggle." And to prove 
that this was not just the 
usual inflated rhetoric, the 
paper drew a direct parallel 
between the opera, called the 
"Three Ascents of Peach 
Mountain,” and an earlier 
poisonous weed, the play 
which set off the cultural 
revolution back in 1966. 
Just as “ Hai Jui Dismissed 
from Office" was attacked in 
November, 1965, as a veiled 
argument in favor of bring­ 
ing back the defense minister 
who had been purged for cri­ 
ticizing the great leap for­ 
ward, so Peach Mountain is 
said to be an effort to 
“ reverse verdicts 
on Liu 
Shao-chi, the head of state 


purged during the cultural 
revolution. 
All this would be inflam­ 
matory enough. But there are 
layers and layers of intrigu­ 
ing political symbolism in the 
story of Peach Mountain and 
how it grew. 
The opera originated, so 
the People’s Daily explains, 
in an excursion to the 
countryside in 1963 by Mrs. 
Liu Shao-chi, known, in the 
Chinese way, by her maiden 
name, Wang Kuang-mei. 
Wang was convinced that 
her experience in invigorat­ 
ing the Taoyuan production 
brigade in Hopei province 
was of major importance and 
that Taoyuan should be set up 
as a rival to the Tachai pro­ 
duction brigade which had 
been endorsed as a national 
model by Mao Tse-tung. 
( M a o ’s 
s l o g a n , 
“ In 
agriculture, learn from 
Tachia," is still in use today). 
So not only did she order a 
10-foot-tall monument to be 
erected to herself near 
Taoyuan; she set propagan­ 
dists working to immortalize 
her visit. Out of their labors, 
in 1966, came the Shansi 
opera about Peach Mountain. 
That an opera so intimately 
associated with Liu Shao-chi 
could have been revived at 
all is remarkable. That it 
could have been shown in the 
capital is even harder to un­ 
derstand, especially in light 
of the political dynamite in­ 
corporated in the opera’s 
leading role. 
The main character in 
Peach Mountain is a woman 
who cheers on the whipping 
of a sick horse to make him 
gallop at high speed. The 
horse later dies of exhaustion 
and is replaced by a new, 
healthy horse. The People’s 
Daily interprets this horse 
episode as a sinister allegory 
of the great leap forward. 
The flogging of the horse 
seems to stand for the pres­ 
sures put on the Chinese peo­ 
ple during the leap years, 


1958-59; the new horse repre­ 
sents the moderate policies 
which were introduced after 
the leap by Liu Shao-chi. 
Significantly, the "repre­ 
sentative of capitalist forces ” 
who brings on the new horse 
is named Lao Liu, "old Liu." 
But even more significant 
is the name of the female 
lead whom the People's Daily 
describes as "a political 
philistine who is more con­ 
cerned about horses than 
about the enemy and who 
grasps only minor issues in­ 
stead of major issues." She is 
Ching Lan - Ching as in 
Chiang Ching, Lan as in Lan 
Ping, the present name and 
former stage name of the 
woman otherwise known as 
Mrs. Mao Tse-tung. 
The People’s Daily stops 
short of spelling out this con­ 
nection with Mrs. Mao, 
although it would almost cer­ 
tainly leap from the page at 
Chinese readers well schooled 
in esoteric communication. 
But Mrs. Mao’s name was 
raised directly on the very 
same day in a discussion in 
Kiangsi province of another 
bad opera which was said to 
have been designed "to settle 
old 
s c o r e s 
w i t h 
the 
proletarian revolution in 
literature and art led per­ 
sonally by Comrade Chiang 
Ching." 
If Peach Mountain was in­ 
deed an attack on Mrs. Mao 
as well as an effort to revive 
the policies and perhaps even 


the person of Liu Shao-chi, 
then who was behind it? 


GREEN BANK, W.Va 
- 
(NEA) - After nearly two 
decades ot round-the-clock 
listening, the director ot the 
National Radio Astronomy 
Observatory here reports no 
communications from in­ 
habitants of outer space. 
Plenty of natural signals 
from the sun, other planets, 
even galaxies — but nothing 
yet from the Martians, nary a 
word from any living 
creatures out there. 
The news may seem like an 
admission of failure, since 
many casual observers of the 
Green Bank facility believe 
its primary purpose has been 
to receive beep-beeps from 
other life, if indeed other life 
is sending beep-beeps. Local 
residents call the observatory’s 
huge 300-foot disc anten­ 
na The Big Ear" and muse 
over the possibility of com­ 
municating with someone 
who has a Plutonian accent. 
But apparently the Big Ear 
has not failed. Facility direc­ 
tor Dr. David Hogg says the 
observatory’s purpose has 
never been married to the de­ 
tection of outer-space life. He 
says that when the observato­ 
ry was commissioned in 1957, 
contemporary thinking then 
was that other civilizations 
did not exist, therefore there 
wasn’t much speculation 
about such communications. 


"Actually, our purpose has 
been to receive signals from 
such things as gas clouds and 
thereby do our part to ad- 
v a n c e 
a s t r o n o m i c a l 
knowledge." he said. 
Dr. Hogg admits that 
listening to gas clouds is not 
nearly as exciting as listen- 
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mg for the Uranian morse 
code. But the work «crews 
have their moments: “ We’ve 
received some interesting 
signals from such things as 
pulsars." There has been 
speculation the Big Ear also 
h a s tuned in R u s s i a 11 
satellites, but Hogg denies it. 
The Green Bank observatory 
is one of three interrelated 
observation and listening 
posts in America which are 
partly funded by the National 
Science Foundation. The fed­ 
eral government also con­ 
tracts project work out to 
various universities. Dr. 
Hogg says the three facilities 
are budgeted at $7 million 
annually. 


Radio reception at Green 
Bank is excellent, but not in 
the way of normal household 
receivers. Signals from the 
sun a re g a t h e r e d by 
electronic machines; humans 
seldom hear the input. 


Yet all is not scientifically 
remote at Green Bank. Des­ 
pite the facility’s main goal, 
the possibility continues that 
one day something man- 
made, or rather Mercury- 
made, will activate the 
reception tubes. Dr. Hogg, for 
one, "speaking as an in­ 
dividual rather than director 
of this observatory," believes 
other life prevails and that 
there is a reasonable chance 
of communications. 


And it the Venusians do not 
soon weigh in with some 
blips, it is possible some 
prankster will. Dr. Hogg says 
there is always the chance 
“ someone on earth might 
send out signals to try to fool 
us.’’ 


His crew are ready for it. If 
they ever receive a signal 
that reads "Help, we are 111- 
terterrestrial streakers held 
prisoner on Jupiter,” the Big 


Ear technicians are pledged 
to tune it out. 
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N either the collective 
authors of the opera — the 
creative group of the Shansi 
province culture bureau — 
nor any provincial cultural 
officials could have taken the 
risk of carrying this inflam­ 
mable can alone. Respon­ 
sibility for staging the drama 
festival has been spread, 
perhaps deliberately, to in­ 
clude just about everybody 
who matters in Peking. It was 
convened by the cultural 
group under the state council 
(Chou En-lai's government 
administration) "under the 
kind attention of the party 
central committee." 
The buck should stop first 
at the head of the cultural 
group, Wu Teh, who is also 
first secretary of Peking's 
municipal party committee. 
It may be that two factions, 
one led by Mrs. Mao, another 
perhaps by Wu, have been 
competing for control of 
China's cultural sphere, and 
that the People’s Daily arti­ 
cle was a sharp rejoinder by 
the Mrs. Mao forces to a 
thrust by the other lot. But 
the involvement of the Liu 
family and the whole conten­ 
tious question of “ reversal of 
verdicts" in the Peach Moun­ 
tain affair make it highly 
unlikely that the dispute wiil 
stop at opera or at Mrs. Mao 
and Wu Teh. 
If the analogy with that 
other opera, which launched 
the cultural revolution eight 
years ago, holds good, the big 
fight is on. It is detective-sto- 
ry stuff, but that is what 
China is like.

Railroads are fine early in 
the game but are not of 
great value later, Treinish 
said. 


Highway death cut 
by55 mph limits 


United Press International 
Traffic deaths have been 
cut by one-third to a half in 
most states so far this year, 
and 
the 
reduction 
of 
highway speed limits to 55 
miles an hour as an energy 
saver was cited as the life 
saver, a UPI nationwide 
survey showed today. 
But in California, which 
for years has had the worst 
highway traffic toll of any 
state in the U.S. and is 
sharing in the falling traffic 
toll, pressure is building 
from lawmakers and law 
enforcers to switch back to 
a 65 m.p.h. speed limit. 
National Safety Council 
President Vincent Toofany 
said: “We believe the fuel 
shortage had a great deal to 
do with this reduction...the 
reduction 
corresponds 
almost 
exactly 
with 
an 
estimate 
for 
decreased 
fatalities our statisticians 
made at the onset of the 
e n e r g y 
c r u n c h 
l a s t 
November. At that time we 
estimated traffic fatalities 
might be reduced by 20-25 
per cent annually as a result 
of lower speeds and reduced 
driving 
brought 
on 
by 
gasoline shortages.” 
In 
human 
terms, 
he 
estimated 
the saving at 
8,500 lives a year. 
All parts of the nation are 
sharing 
in the declining 
h i g h wa y 
deat h 
toll, 
a t t r i b u t e d 
a l m o s t 
universally to the lowered 
speed limits and drastically 
curtailed 
Sunday 
driving 
because 
many 
gasoline 
stations were closed, the 
survey showed. 
Nebraska, for example, 
listed 14 highway fatalities 
since the s p ^ limit was set 
at 55 m.p.h. on Feb. 28, less 
than half the 29 recorded for 
the same period in 1973. 
One of the most stunning 
improvements in reducing 
the toll has been in Utah 
where fatal accidents have 
claimed 15 lives so far this 


year compared with 70 on 
the same date in 1973. Gov. 
Calvin Hampton gave credit 
to the lower spe^ limit and 
“luck,” and said he would 
ask the state legislature to 
make the 55 m.p.h. limit 
permanent if the state’s 
residents want.

was 100, which State Police 
Superintendent Col. Thomas 
Smith said was a “dramatic 
decrease” from the 195 for 
the similar period of 1973.

He suggested Americans 
take a one-week “vacation” 
during which they would not 
open 
their business and 


would not go to work. Don’t 
buy anything and don’t sell 
a n y t h i n g , 
he 
s aid. 
Everything should be closed 
except emergency services. 
That, he figured, would let 
Congress know the people 
are fed up with “inflation, 
wasteful government and 
the state of government in 
general.” 


The idea spread around 
the country. Sunderlaiid was 
d e l u g e d 
with 
m a i l , 
telephone calls, and visitors 
who wanted to know more.

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The body search continues

FARMINGTON, W. Va. - 
<NEA) — Until recently, Sara 
Kaznoski had the sympathy 
and support ot much of the 
nation. 
The 1968 disaster at Con­ 
solidation Coal Company’s 
No. 9 mine killed 78 men and 
so injured the public cons­ 
cience that people near and 
far joined w idow Kaznoski in 
condem ning the company 
safety procedures and de­ 
m anding that every lost 
m in e r 
be 
fo u n d 
a n d 
"returned home. ’ 
But slowly, predictably, the 
public support vanished. 
When the U.S. Congress 
passed new laws concerning 
mine safety, many who used 
the Consol No. 9 holocaust as 
a rally point felt satisfied 
enough to go to other causes. 
When the Consol Company let 
it be known that the $6 
million being spent on the 
continuing search should be 
used to expand coal mine 
employment, local sympathy 
gave way to pragmatism. 
Finally, when the widows 
were each offered $10,000 by 
mine owners, in exchange for 
a possible end to the hunt. 


even the anguished began to 
mellow'. 
Now it seems only Sara 
Koznoski is on the front lines 
of this war of attribution. She 
says she refuses to be begged, 
bought or broken off. “1 want 
my husband out of there. I 
want all the remaining hus­ 
bands out of there. I want 
them buried in C hristian 
earth, with proper flowers 
about. I want these men to 
rest in peace. 
The* history of this nasty 
coal mine incident indicates 
that what Sara wants, Sara 
often gets. A coal miner’s 
daughter, now slim and plea­ 
santly blonde at 60, Mrs. 
Kaznoski was among the first 
to recognize the Consol No. 9 
disaster as a battleground. 
She says no one from the 
company “ever came to say 
I'm sorry, and at first began 
to tre a t the d isa ste r as 
routine. 
It wasn't. It was the worst 
mine tragedy in six decades, 
so Mrs. Kaznoski organized a 
miners’ widows committee to 
bring the point home to Con­ 
sol; the com m ittee s chief 
goal, of course, was complete 
body recovery. 
The company naturally did 
not like the pressure. Nor did 
executives cherish the idea of 
spending money to dig for 
anything but coal. Several 
Consol officials made intem­ 
perate remarks. Early on, the 
company said there was not 
much use trying to evacuate 
the dead men because explo­ 
sion fires "likely crem ated 
everybody.’’ 
Mrs. Kaznoski s committee. 


h o w e v e r, p e r s e rv e re d . 
Though neither state nor 
local regulations mandated 
anything else than routine 
s e a rc h a tte m p ts , S a ra 's 
widows invoked the ageless 
law of the coal miner; 
"If I'm trapped, I'll never 
be abandoned. No m atter 
how long it takes, someone 
will come and get me." 
Faced with public relations 
com plexities, Consolidated 
Coal has been reluctantly 
obeying that law since; Con­ 
sol crews continue to work 
five days a week clearing out 
the rubble from 10 square 
miles of mines, more than 100 
miles of mine tunnels. 
"The search," says one 
w o rk e r, " h a s b een an 
unprecedented pain in the 
butt. 
The search has also been 
somewhat successful. Crews 
have recovered 55 of the 78 
dead — 14 of them in one re­ 
cent week alone. Recovered 
bodies are now decomposed 
beyond visual recognition 
(identification is m ade by 
company employes, not anx­ 
ious widows), but the remains 
have put the lie to Consol’s 
early theory of ashes among 
the rocks; most men are in­ 
tact, dead often of asphyxia­ 
tion and not even their chew­ 
ing gum has been melted. 
Yet although the m ajor 
portion of the search seems to 
be accomplished and only 17 
miles of tunnel remain to be 
cleared, there is no certainty 
that the job will be com­ 
pletely finished. Local senti­ 
ment seems now to favor an 
early end to the matter. "Six 


million to dig out old bones?” 
yelps a local. “It s a waste. I 
say seal off the remaining 
tunnels as a sort of cemetery 
inviolate." 


The mining company says 
that, too. Only not so bluntly. 
N egotiating w ith U nited 
Mine Workers Union attorney 
K en Y a b I o n s k i , C onso I 
agreed to pay each widow the 
$10,000 com pensation and 
also continue the No. 9 search 
“so long as it is safe, reasona­ 
ble, and practical to do so.” 


Y a b lo n s k i th in k s th e 
agreement is sound, not only 
for the com pensation hut 
because “It puts the company 
signature on a statement to 
continue the search. As of 
now, they could stop looking 
tomorrow. This agreement at 
least insures they will con­ 
tinue searching until it’s no 
longer possible to do so.’’ 


To date, 70 of the 78 widows 
have signed the agreement. 
Sara Kaznoski is the most 
enthusiastically adam ant of 
the holdouts. "Never, never," 
she says. "All the company 
wants is a way out of the 
search. If we all sign, the 
hunt w ill end in sid e a 
month." 


There are those here who 
feel the Kaznoski obstinacy 
must be rooted in something 
more than lingering grief. 
She’s being called “mixed 
up," a "headline grabber." 
even “crazy." Such com ­ 
plaints betray short memo­ 
ries, says a regional newswo- 
man. 


"It was Sara," she says, 
"who m ade the company 
jump, and it was Sara who 
has stood up for the little peo­ 
ple. She made the company 
return the husband’s p er­ 
sonal effects; she won the 
right for w idows to keep the 
company welfare cards (free 
clinic use); if it weren't for 
her, C onsolidation would 
have forgotten both men and 
families long ago." 
Of course, the company 
may still forget both men and 
fam ilies. But w ith Sara 
Kaznoski around, not very 
easily. Every other day the 
widow is on the phone with an 
e x e c u tiv e , c o r n e r in g a 
federal man in the shopping 
district, or crawling over the 
rubble at a worksite:

Changing man's mind the hard way

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
The theory is as old as the 
kiss, or the handslap. 
Sociologists believe human 
kind generally responds to 
rewards and punishments to 
approximately the same end: 
If kissed, people conduct 
themselves in such manner 
as to be kissed again; if slap­ 
ped. they modify their behav­ 
ior to avoid repetition. 
At best it’s soft science, but 
the idea is at the root of most 
institutions in today's society. 
Such separate elements as 
schools and prisons employ 
the e a rro t-a n d -stic k a p ­ 
proach to human develop­ 
ment; Be good to get good. 
When behavior is acceptable, 
it's rewarded; when it s not, 
it’s modified or else. 
Lately the m odification 
procedures have taken a 
sev ere and co n tro v e rsia l 
turn, at least in the prisons. 
Alleged volunteers, social 
outcasts all, are being used in 
behavior m odification ex­ 
perim ents which not only 
alter but boggle the mind. 
At Atascadero State Hospi­ 
tal in California, for example, 
homosexual offenders are 
being shown erotic pictures, 
and then shocked in the groin 
if they respond. At the Iowa 
Security Medical Facility, in­ 
mates who break house rules 
are injected with a drug 
w hich induces prolonged 
periods of vomiting. Experi­ 
menters at some institutions 
are so enthusiastic they sug­ 
gest even psycho-surgery 
(brain repair) may be used in 
some of the prison tests. 
Predictably, this excess of 
enthusiasm has resulted in a 
building public outrage. One 
government agency has with­ 
drawn federal monies from 
such prison experiments. Pri­ 
vate civil rights groups have 
c o m p l a i n e d 
l o u d l y of 
slipshod testing procedures 
a n d a 
" F r a n k e n s t e i n 
Monster" approach to social 
experim entation. In short, 
Behavior Mod has become a 
horror phrase; many see it as 
mad scientists and Clock­ 
work Orange come true. 
The n eg a tiv e d ev e lo p ­ 
ments alarm moderate be-

havioral scientists who say 
legitimate experiments may 
now also suffer public suspi­ 
cion. One such w'orrier is 
Harold Cohen, director of the 
Silver Springs, Md.. Institute 
for Behavior Research, IBR 
has long conducted carrot- 
and-stick behavior "mod” ex­ 
periments. Cohen says, "But 
without the stick — make 
that clear, without the stick. 
We do not take anything 
away from our subjects, we 
don’t hit or scold or torture. 
Our program is one of rein­ 
fo r cements." 
The IBR program, using 
youngsters with poor learn­ 
ing habits, has been rela­ 
tively innocuous. Children 
are given money for good 
work, the better the work the 
more the money. The concept 
is hardly different from that 
of the parent who gives 
allow ance for com pleting 
chores, or the teacher who 
deals out high grades for ac­ 
cu rate papers. Under this 
system of reinforcem ents, 
Cohen says the grow th rate of 
80 per cent of his subjects has 
doubled. 
But if it’s not surprising 
that kids are willing to learn 
for cash, it is surprising that 
Cohen has been able to teach 
the children lessons that go 
beyond reading and writing. 


In one separate program, 
using the same system of fi­ 
nancial reinforcement, some 
IBR youngsters have learned 
to regulate their body cir­ 
culatory systems. The kids 
are wired to machines which 
measure skin temperatures, 
then told they can earn 25 
cents for each q u arte r- 
degree drop in the readings; 
by limiting the flow of blood 
to the bodily test area, the 
children have cooled them ­ 
selves 50 cents to $1 worth. 
How do kids do it? Nobody 
knows. But why they do it is 
clear: reward.

Other behavior mod ex­ 
periments today are equally 
encouraging. One laboratory 
h a s d e m o n s tr a te d th a t 
monkeys with severely 
damaged limbs can actually 
be made to use the useless ap­ 
pendages. The monkeys, with 
surgically severed forearm 
nerves, a re offered food 
temptations over and over 
until they begin to grab with 


EPA errs in mileage rating

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
There may be a few surprises 
in store for those contemplat­ 
ing the purchase of a new car 
and turning to the federal 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency’s recently released 
test results for gasoline 
m ile a g e in fo reig n and 
domestic automobiles availa­ 
ble in this country. 
Potential buyers fearing 
that the EPA’s m iles-per- 
gallon (mpg) ratings for the 
nearly 300 models tested are 
probably higher than what a 
specific model is actually 
capable of, w ill be pleasantly 
surprised to learn that is not 
the case at all. In fact, an 
overw helm ing m ajority of 
the cars tested for mpg rat­ 
ings by the EPA, were later 
tested by Consumers’ Guide 
m agazine and consistently 
found to have mpg ratings 
higher than those* indicated 
by the government’s test ex­ 
perts. 
If you think the EPA’s face 
was red, picture those of CG’s 
researchers who have built a 
reputation for challenging 
government test results they 
claim always favor the man­ 
ufacturers. 
"It came as quite a shock to 
us," stated a somber Lou 
Weber, publisher and presi­ 
dent of CG. “Our position is 
that the m anufacturer is al­ 
ways wrong. When we found 
the cars tested could actually 
perform better than indi­ 
c a te d by the E P A , we 
couldn't believe it." 
But apparently the govern­ 
ment believes it, or some of it. 
for according to a recent ar- 
tic le a p p e a r in g in th e 
Chicago Sun Times, at least 
one car m anufacturer has 
persuaded the EPA to retest 
its product. The makers of 
Japan's entry into the rotary 
engine market, the Mazda, 
have convinced the EPA to 
test their car again. Mazda 
has also charged the EPA's 
poor mpg rating cost them 
$100 million in sales last year. 
CG contends that the EPA 
used the same results ac­ 
cumulated from testing cars 
for emission control to com­ 
pute mpg ratings. Weber said 
that tests for emissions are 
vastly different from those 
used to d e te rm in e gas 
mileage and that probably 
accounts for most of the dis­ 
crepancy between the EPA 
and CG figures. 
There are a variety of con­ 
tradictions in the EPA's test 
results. For example, many 
models tested were not done 
so on the road but on indoor 
dynamometers which keep a 
car’s front tires stationary 
while the rear tires rotate on 
a conveyor belt. CG main­

tains that this does not allow 
for wind resistenee which 
could influence m ileage 
figures substantially. Also, 
all models tested used bias 
belted tires though radials 
have been proven to greatly 
improve mileage. Another 
unfair condition was that all 
models equipped with air 
conditioners were forced to 
take the tests with air condi­ 
tioners running full blast. 
This resulted in greater fuel 
consumption, of course, but 
as CG points out, the mpg ra t­ 
ing would be misleading be­ 
cause who runs their air con­ 
ditioner 12 months a year? 
Another important factor 
in the miserable ratings is 
th a t m ost m odels w e re 
assigned their mpg figure 
after being tested for only 
seven miles. Again, CG be­ 
lieves this to be misleading 
for as just about anyone who 
drives can tell you, mileage 
generally improves over long 
hauls, not short, seven-mile 
jaunts. 
“The main problem with 
the EPA’s testing methods is 
th at th ey 're b ac k w ard s," 
stated Weber whose 250,000 
circulation m agazine will 
spell the problem s out in 


detail in an upcoming “Autos 
’74' issue “The EPA tests a 
car for mileage based on 
w hat com es out of the 
tailpipe instead of what goes 
into the carburator. Checking 
cars for m ileage involves 
many factors, the car’s aero­ 
dynamics, type tire used, 
weather conditions, driver's 
habits, etc. The EPA used the 
results of their emission con­ 
trol test and applied it to mpg 
ratings as if it was a by-prod­ 
uct. That's all wrong.’ 


And to prove it s wrong, 
Weber cited EPA statistics 
showing that a p articular 
model tested under the more 


smgent California emission 
control test showed better 
mpg figures than when tested 
hv looser EPA standards, 
“which is impossible,’ stated 
Weber. "S tricter emission 
control usually means lower 
mileage " 
Another glaring contradic­ 
tion is the example of the 
3.500-pound Buick Apollo 
registering about two miles 
per gallon less than Buick’s 
4.500-pound four-door Cen­ 
tury stationwagon. “Unheard 
of" quipped Weber, "it can't 
be done. How can a smaller, 
lighter car show lower 
mileage than a larger, four- 
door model?" 
Ostensibly, the EPA agrees 
with Weber who said that the 
Apollo's inaccurate mpg rate 
first published in a Septem­ 
ber, 1973, EPA bulletin has 
since been om itted from 
more recent bulletins. 
"C(i is not the final 
authority on the subject of 
mileage," said Weber. “But 
we do believe that the gov­ 
ernment must be made to 
realize the dangers of such 
mistakes because mileage is 
too important to motorists 
these days. 
"If the government," he 
continued, "is going into the 
business of testing products 
for consumers, and it should, 
then it must develop more ac­ 
curate and comprehensive 
testing methods and not add 
to the confusion facing con­ 
sumers right now. 
‘Besides,’’ he winked, ‘This 
sort of thing could ruin CG’s 
reputation of going against 
the manufacturer."

the dead arms, pick with the 
dead fingers and eat heartily. 
Behavioral scientists say 
the meaning for human adap­ 
tation is as yet unknown; at 
the very least it may mean 
new hopes for some handi­ 
capped. 
Still, despite the promise of 
m oderate experim ents, be­ 
havior mod continues to 
evoke unease in many. And 
not only because some ex­ 
perimenters take the radical 
route. There is genuine con­ 
cern that even the humane 
aspects of the concept hint at 
coerciveness, m anipulation 
and mind control. This fear is 
not helped by periodic re­ 
ports of futurists who believe, 
as in the pseudo-scientific 
novel, "Terminal Man," that 
people will one day control 
them selves by im planted 
electrodes. A child molester, 
as example, would receive an 
implant and thereafter by 
zapped with shock when he 
“misbehaves.” 
Besides this, there is the 
complaint that behavior mod 
is merely a cosmetic. Bill 
S m ith of W a s h in g to n ’s 
C h ild ren ’s L egal D efense 
Fund says that teaching kids 
to learn by paying them 
money is probably harmless, 
but nevertheless wrong. 
“ It doesn’t get at the 
symptoms. Why is the kid a 
poor learner, that’s what we 
have to find out. Otherwise 
all we do is teach kids that 
they don’t have to do any­ 
thing, care for anything, 
unless a reward is attached " 
So it is that, regardless of 
intentions, behavior mod is 
likely to remain suspect. To 
minimize this, IBR as well as 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union and the National In­ 
stitute of Mental Health are 
dem anding im plem entation 
of standards and limits to ex­ 
perimentation. 
What standards and limits? 
At the very least, says 
Harold Cohen, "We must 
work in a fishbowl. If the 
public knows what we’re 
doing, it can judge thi* ex­ 
cesses."

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Farm ideal may be costly blunder 


SACRAMENTO (UP!) - 
The dream of many a city 
dweller of leaving the urban 
“ rat race” lor “ the good 
life” on a small California 
farm has little chance of 
coming true 


This is the conclusion of 
Edward 
A 
Yeary 
of 
E a r l i e r , 
a 
farm 
management specialist with 
the University of Califor­ 
nia’s Agricultural Extension 
Service, who has studied the 
hazards likely to confront 
the city resident starting a 
small commercial farm 


He said the consensus of 
farm people he consulted 
throughout the state was 
“ the chances of fulfilling 
that dream in California 
range from impossible to 
very difficult.” 


Yeary said such a move 
by 
a 
person 
with 
no 
“ p r a c t ic a l 
farm ing 
experience” will probably 


end up a “ costly mistake ” 
He said “ a substantial 
number” of city dwellers 
seem to feel that buying a 
small farm is the answer to 
their current problems such 
as high food costs, urban 
congestions, smog and dull 
jobs 


They fell, he said, “ they 
would get away from the 
city’s rat race, be their own 
boss and when they want a 
tomato for a salad, they 
could pick it from their own 
vine.” 


But the farm specialist 
advises that making this 
dream come true will likely 
take 
more money, 
hard 
work and luck than they 
realize. 


Yeary said the only way 
such a city dweller would 
have a 
good chance of 
becoming 
a 
successful 
farmer 
is 
if 
he 
first 
acquired 
“ bona 
fide 
p r a c t i c a l 
fa rm in g 


experience” and had plenty, 
of money. 
He said a novice farmer 
could 
get 
the 
needed 
experience by taking a job 
at a farm or enrolling in 
farm courses at colleges. 
He said such a person also 
would need enough money to 
keep 
up farm 
mortgage 
payments and pay off other 
debts during the time it 
takes to make his farming 
operation profitable 


But he quickly cautions 
the prospective farmer: 
“ You may find that you 
traded an urban rat race for 
a rural treadmill that leaves 
scant time for anything but 
hard work. You may find 
that instead of owning a 
farm, the farm owns you. ” 


Yeary 
said 
a 
person 
contemplating a permanent 
move to a farm should give 
himself “ honest answers” 
to these questions: 
—“ How 
much 
do you 


r e a lly 
know 
about 
farming?” 
Unless 
the 
person 
possesses practical farming 
experience 
or 
studied 
e x te n s iv e ly 
in 
an 
agricultural school, Yeary 
said, “ the answer will range 
from zero to very little.” He 
said farming isn’t a job a 
farm owner can learn while 
doing because he must turn 
a profit to keep the farm 
going. 
—“ How much money will 
it take to get a farm?” 
At today’s prices for Cali­ 
fornia farmland, in 20 to 30- 
acre parcels, Yeary said, 
“ You are probably talking 
about an average of $1,200 
an acre — with no house on 
it.” He said zoning laws in 
most areas of the state 
make it difficult to buy 
agriculturally zoned parcels 
of less than 30 acres 
—“ What 
arrangements 
can you make to sell your 
crop?” 


Yeary said the farmer 
must be able to sell his crop 
at a price that will support 
him and his family “ at 
anything 
above 
the 
subsistence level.” He said 
the small farmer will have 
to compete on prices with 
the large farms. 
The new farmer, he said, 
also will need a certain 
amount of luck to make a 
success of his operation, 
including good weather and 
bugs staying away from his 
crops. He pointed* out the 
fuel shortage also is making 
it tougher to farm. 
Yeary discusses tnese anu
